Fifty American Officers and Men Lose 
Their Lives. 


Ninety-five Germans Perish in the 
Disaster—List of the Van- 
dalia and Nipsic 
Victims, Eto.

WASHINGTON, March 30.— By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The following telegram 
was received at the Department of State 
this afternoon from Minister Pendleton at 
Berlin: 

“The Foreign Office has been officially 
informed that in a typhoon at Apia, the 
Eber and Adler were totally lest, and that 
90 sailors are dead. The Olga stranded, 
with no loss. The three American war- 
ships and all the merchant vessels in port 

were lost. Sixty Americans are dead. The 
English warship was damaged and has 
gone to Sydney.” 

A DEVASTATING HURRICANE. 
AUCKLAND, March 30.—Later advices re- 
cotved here regarding the hurricane which 
devastated Samoa and wrecked a number of 
German and American warships says the 
storm swept the islands on the 16th inst. 
All the warships attempted to put to sea, 
but only the English steamer Calliope suc- 
ceeded in getting out. 

Merchant vessels suffered severely. The 
bark Peter Godfrey and one other bark and 
seven coasters were wrecked and four per- 
sons were drowned. The Calliope sailed 
for Sydney. The Peter Godfrey was a Ger- 
man bark. She arrived at Samoa from 
Sydney. 

OFFICIAL STATEMENT AT BERLIN. 

March 80.— Ad vices received by 
the naval authorities report that the storm 
raged during the 16th and 17th inst. 

It is officially announced that five officers 
and 70 men from the Adler and 20 men from 
the Eber were drowned. 

The Olga stranded, but the crew was 
saved.

FURTHER advices from Samoa con- 
firm the dreadful news of the dire dis- 
aster that befell three American and 
the same number of German war- 
ships in the harbor of Apia in a recent 
hurricane. The different reports of 
the loss of life sustained differ in some 
particulars, but the frightful total ap- 
pears to be not much short of one hun- 
dred and fifty souls. Admiral Kim- 
berly sends a dispatch to the Secretary 
of the Navy on the subject. His flag- 
ship, the Trenton, was among the ves- 
sels wrecked. One of those fierce hur- 
ricanes which suddenly spring up in 
southern latitudes appears to have 
struck the national squadrons, and 
proved too much for the stout hulls of 
even the strongest of the ships. 


THE nomination of Mr. Mizner of 
Benecia as Minister to the Central 
American States is another recogni- 
tion by President Harrison of 
the propriety of making Cali- 
fornians our diplomatic repre- 
sentatives in the countries that 
lie to the southward on the Pacific, 
and in the islands of the western sea. 
We have already secured the Central 
American and the Japanese missions; 
but there remain Whina, Honolulu, 
Melbourne and Sidney, where the 
Pacific Coast ought to have some 
representation, because our interests 
are more closely identified with those 
countries than are the interests of any 
other section of the Union. The Pa- 
cific States can hardly expect all these 
appointments, both ministerial and 
consular, but with pationce, modesty 
and good judgment our delegations 
will doubtless secure yet further of- 
ficial. concessions in that direction. 
These places are much more import- 
ant to our people than ure offices of 
equal importance in other quarters of 
the world. | *

MURAT HALSTEAD. 


For speaking his mind” too freely 
through his great journal in reference 


to the official delinquencies of Sena- 
‘ap | tors of the United States; Murat Hal- 


stead, oneof the bravest and brainiest 
editors in the country, has been re- 


00 | jected by the Senate. The fact is not 


a creditable one to that body, but 
shows that some of its members are 
very, very human, in that they are do- 
termined to “get even,’’ cost what it 
may in the sacrifice of dignity, justice 
and magnanimity. Halstead’s offense 
It consisted in 
his having severely criticised, in 
his paper, the Cincinnati Commer- 
cial Gazette, some half dozen Sen- 
ators for voting against investi- 
gating the methods by which Senator 
Payne of Ohio — commonly called 
“Coal Oil Payne’”’—secured his elec- 
tion. The case was a peculiarly 
flagrant one, and the scandal one of 
the most disgraceful that ever made 
its way to the doors of Congress. The 
use of money in securing the election 
of Payne was clearly shown, and the 
press of the country was full of de- 
nunciations of the corrupt practices 
of the boodlers who had charge 
of Payne’s “campaign.” Halstead 
led off in the journalistic war- 
fare, striking powerful blows 


and naming the recalcitrant Sena- J 


tors who voted that they had no 
jurisdiction” in the case, thereby pro- 
claiming their attempted nullification 
of that provision of the Constitution 
which provides that each House of 
Congress shall be the judge & the 
election and qualifications of its own 
members.“ 

In doing as he did Mr. Halstead ex- 
ercised only his undoubted preroga- 
tive of independent criticism, and per- 
formed only his plain duty as a jour- 
nalist. To be condemned and re- 
jected for that is no dishonor 
to him, but rather a self-con- 
demnation by those Senators who 
by their adverse votes proclaimed that 

Senator can do no wrong, and that 

ey felt the lash applied by the great 
editor. Two years and a half have in- 
tervened since the chastisement, but 
it is evident that the sting of the edi- 
torial pen has not yet passed away. 

Murat Halstead is too big a man to 
be borne down by this Senatorial re- 
jection. We predict that the country 
will not sustain the action taken by 
the Senate.

Los ANGELES, March . [To the 
Editor of Tue Trres.] Several 
references have been made in Tun 
Times to this bill, and in eavh it was 
evident that Tur "Times did not under- 
stand the facts, at least so far as the 
danger from contagious diseases is 
concerned.

About the time of 
his last trip, less than two 
months ago, the bureau sent another 
inspector, Dr. Chandler, Territorial 
Veterinary for Arizona, here with 
orders to investigate cattle diseases in 
San Diego and Kern counties. He 
called on me next morning to see if I 
could give him any pointers as to the 
infected localities, as it had been re- 
§ | ported that the cattle were dying at 
the rate of 200 a day. I told him that 
Dr. Borvehill was in San Diego 
county at that time, so he went 
down and looked it 
over together. e told me 
on bis return that it was 


Southern fever all right enough but 
denied that it was brought in by Ari- 


zona cattle and stated as proof that 
Arizona cattle were dying themselves 
from it along with the domestics. He 
found nothing wrong in Kern county. 
He returned home and after report- 
ing was.immediately sent to Sacra- 
mento by the Arizona authorities to 
do what he could in keeping Arizona 
from 1 included in the embargo 
and he evidently was successful from 
the article in Wednesday’s Tres. 
About the disease itself TIMES 
seems to be a little in the dark. 
There is a very well defined line ex-
